The Act- 
ing Gevernor agreed to re- 
ceive a deputation but it failed 
to keep the appointment. 

“Instead ao crowd of some 
16 and 18

perse. The police then dis- 
persed them with the minimum 
of force and without using 
batons, 

“Later about 100 reassembled 
ond. began {o stone the police, 
who broke them up with a 
baton charge. Forty-nine wero. 
arrested and have becn charged 
with obstructing the police. 
Eloven of the arrested students 
sufferad minor Injuries, 

MINIMUM OF FORCE 

“I am satisfied that the police 
used the minimum of force 
thot wos necessary, and the 
answer to tho last part of the 
question (asking for an inquiry) 
1s, no sir.

The West today unanimously rejected Com-

The East-West fight over the question of “can 
a Communist be neutral” occupied the entire 13th 
session of the nine-nation conference. It was 
generally agreed that no sign of compromise on 
either side was offered at the meeting. 

Soviet sources called Mr Molotov’s speech

Detroit, June 2. 


Competition has returned to Detroit and that 


means more trouble to 


the “independent” pro- 


ducers who are struggling to keep up sales in face 
of the fierce, almost overwhelming competition 


from “The Big Three” 


auto combines, Ford, 


General Motors and Chrysler. 

Even without the recession Detroit expected 
trouble. Recession has siniply added its difficulties 
to the deeper causes of the industry’s problems, 


But first it must be

Ford achieved the highest 
quarterly profit of — {ts 
Hiatery in the first three 
months of this year; and 
although for the period 
from January 1 to April 17

the charge should be quashed 
because the evidence was not 
Ukely to support it, where the 
Judge had no right to embark 
upon such an enquiry. 

The distinction was between 
power to do it an@ whether 
the Judge's decision was right. 

The Full Court was not deal- 
ing with whether the Judge had 
power to decide that the parti- 
culars did not support the 


charge. The qltesticn was 


whether that: the Judge ‘had 


wrongly decided the particulars 
did ‘not support the charge. As- 


suming the Judge had been 


right In hls decision, then he did 
nothing else wrong, for he. had 
the jurisdiction to make the 
decision,
